The protest action against a 
year of Soviet occupation sta rt­ 
ed on the stroke of noon with 
blasts of horns from nearly ev­ 
ery vehicle in the dense m id­ 
town traffic. 
This was according to a pas­

demonstration

that started at dawn w'ith tens 
of thousands of Prague citizens 
walking to work in a protest 
boycott of public transport and 
shops. 
Chants 
Czechoslovaks, mostly young 
people, poured into W enceslas 
Square at noon. They broke into 
chants of “ Russians, go home, 
Russians, go home,” and “long 
live Du beek.” 
Alexander Dubcek headed .he 
ruling Communist party when 
Warsaw P act troops invaded a 
year ago to crush the Dubcek 
program of dem ocratization. 
There were also hooting, de­

Many Czechoslovaks stood on 
the sidewalks applauding as the 
young dem onstrators started a 
slow'-moving parade through the 
square and into che m ajor thor­ 
oughfares at one end. 
A few minutes later, the great 
crowd surged back through the 
square to the opposite end, site 
of the St. Wenceslas Statue and 
National Museum, symbols of 
protest the past year against the 
occupation.

There was a tmie when setting rules for 
‘hunting, fishing and trapping represented the 
; principal assignment of Michigan’s consei*vation 
governing body. Consei*vation in Michigan has 
come a long way since those days. It’s come so 
far in fact, that the agency that looks after these 
matters is no longer kno\\Ti as the Department 
of Consei*vation. 


Reflecting its broadening area of conceni, 
the agency’s name was changed a year or so ago 
to the Department of Natural Resources. 


The widened scope of the department’s op­ 
erations was abundantly evident during the 
monthly meeting of the Michigan Natural Re­ 
sources Commission in Marquette recently. Tlie 
five-man commission pursued a busy schedule 
of activities for two days, but relatively little of 
the commissioners’ attention was directed to­ 
ward game and fish matters. Instead, the com­ 
missioners were occupied with such subjects as 
iron ore tailings, reclamation, state forest land 
management, taxation of state lands, thermal 
pollution, lake levels, water pollution control, land 
exchanges and the state recreation bond issue.

The commiasion did devote some time to 
fishing and hunting regulations. It adopted a 
new set of regulations governing the issuance 
of commercial fishing licenses. It agi*eed on ten­ 
tative recommendations for the 1969 waterfowl 
season. And it authorized experimental hunting 
seasons on Lake Michigan islands and established 
procedures for issuing permits for hunting beai-s 
during a limited September season in the north­ 
ern Lower Peninsula. 


But by far the greater part of the commis­ 
sion’s time was spent on matters other than 
game and fish management. 


All of Thursday morning was given over to 
a tour of the Republic Mine, with particular em­ 
phasis on a large-scale study that is being made 
of the mine’s ore tailings basin by Michigan 
Technological University under a $131,000 grant 
from the Cleveland-Cliffs Iron Co. The study is 
aimed at finding uses for the tailings (wastes) 
and reclaiming the land on which the tailings 
are deposited. After a first hand look at the 
problem, the commissionei-s heard a thorough 
discussion of the matter at their Thursday af­ 
ternoon meeting.

TTiey also heard spokesmen for economic 


development gi*oups Thursday aftenioon who 
urged the commission to continue its policy of 
multiple use of state forest lands. 


The presentations before the commission 
were occasioned by a report that the Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources Game Division had 
recommended a change in policy whereby some 
state forest lands would be managed primarily 
for ^^lldlife. Commissioners explained that this 
report emanated from an interdepartmental 
memorandum that had not been acted on by the 
commission. 


Those present at the meeting were assui'ed 
that the commission intends to continue its pol­ 
icy of multiple use management.

Environmental pollution was given a great 
deal of attention by the commission at its Mar­ 
quette meeting. William D. Marks, chief of the 
Water Planning Section of the Water Resources 
Division of the DNR, reported to the commission 
on the recent Governor’s Conference on Thennal 
Pollution. 


A new film entitled “Water — It's Your 
Life,” prepared by the Water Resources Com­ 
mission, was screened for the Natural Resources 
Commission. A resolution urging the Michigan 
congressional delegation and other organizations 
to support full funding of the sewage treatment 
works grant pi-ogram in fiscal 1970 to the level 
originally authorized by the Clean Water Res­ 
toration Act of 1966 was approved by the com­ 
mission. 


By way of relaxation, the commission Thurs­ 
day night heard a rather professorial disserta­ 
tion on a voyage to the Galapages Islands by 
James A. O- Crowe, outdoor editor of the De­ 
troit News. Crowe showed colored slides, but 
they weren’t scenes of hunting or fishing. Rath­ 
er they were photos depicting the ecological as­ 
pects of the islands that played such an impoi*t- 
ant part in Darwin’s biological studies. 


The Natural Resources Commission is still 
the regulatory body for hunting and fishing and 
its members show a dedicated interest in those 
areas, but natural resource today encompasses 
not only fish and game but the total outdoor en­ 
vironment.

There was a time when setting rules for 
hunting, fishing and trapping represented tile 
principal assignment of Michigan’s conservation 
governing body. Conservation in Michigan has 
come a long way since those days. It’s come so 
far in fact, that the agency that looks after these 
m a tte rs is no longer known as the Department 
of Conservation. 
Reflecting its broadening area of concern, 
the agency’s name was changed a year or so ago 
to the Department of Natural Resources. 
The widened scope of the department’s op­ 
erations was abundantly evident during the 
monthly meeting of the Michigan Natural Re­ 
sources Commission in Marquette recently. Tile 
five-man commission pursued a busy schedule 
of activities for two days, but relatively little of 
the commissioners’ attention was directed to­ 
ward game and fish m atters. Instead, the com­ 
missioners were occupied with such subjects as 
iron ore tailings, reclamation, state forest land 
management, taxation of state lands, thermal 
pollution, lake levels, water pollution control, land 
exchanges and the state recreation bond issue. 
* 
* 
♦ 
The commission did devote some time to 
fishing and hunting regulations. It adopted a 
new set of regulations governing the issuance 
of commercial fishing licenses. It agreed on ten­ 
tative recommendations for the 1969 waterfowl 
season. And it authorized experimental hunting 
seasons on Lake Michigan islands and established 
procedures for issuing permits for hunting bears 
during a limited September season in the north­ 
ern I/)wer Peninsula. 
But by far the greater part of the commis­ 
sion’s time was spent on m atters other than 
game and fish management. 
All of Thursday morning was given over to 
a tour of the Republic Mine, with particular em­ 
phasis on a large-scale study that is being made 
of the mine’s ore tailings basin by Michigan 
Technological University under a $131,000 grant 
from the Cleveland-Cliffs Iron Co. The study is 
aimed at finding uses for the tailings (wastes) 
and reclaiming the land on which the tailings 
are deposited. A fter a first hand look at the 
problem, the commissioners heard a thorough 
discussion of the m atter at their Thursday af­ 
ternoon meeting. 
♦ 
* 
* 
They also heard spokesmen for economic 
development groups Thursday afternoon who 
urged the commission to continue its policy of 
multiple use of state forest lands. 
Tile presentations before the commission 
were occasioned by a report that the Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources Game Division had 
recommended a change in policy whereby some 
state forest lands would be managed primarily 
for wildlife. Commissioners explained that this 
report emanated from an interdepartmental 
memorandum that had not been acted on by the 
commission. 
Those present at the meeting were assured 
that the commission intends to continue its pol­ 
icy of multiple use management.

Environmental pollution was given a great 
deal of attention by the commission at its Mar­ 
quette meeting. William D. Marks, chief of the 
Water Planning Section of the Water Resources 
Division of the DNR, reported to the commission 
on the recent Governor’s Conference on Thermal 
Pollution. 
A new film entitled “W ater — It’s Your 
Life.” prepared by the W ater Resources Com­ 
mission, was screened for the Natural Resources 
Commission. A resolution urging the Michigan 
congressional delegation and other organizations 
to support full funding of the sewage treatm ent 
works grant program in fiscal 1970 to the level 
originally authorized by the Clean W ater Res­ 
toration Act of 1966 was approved by the com­ 
mission. 
By way of relaxation, the commission Thurs­ 
day night heard a rather professorial disserta­ 
tion on a voyage to the Galapages Islands by 
James A. 0 Crowe, outdoor editor of the De­ 
troit News. Crowe showed colored slides, but 
they weren’t scenes of hunting or fishing. Rath­ 
er they were photos depicting the ecological as­ 
pects of the islands that played such an import­ 
ant part in Darwin’s biological studies. 
The Natural Resources Commission is still 
the regulatory body for hunting and fishing and 
its members show a dedicated interest in those 
areas, but natural resource today encompasses 
not only fish and game but the total outdoor en­ 
vironment.

A special election will be held 
Nov. 4 to determine if Alger 
and Schoolcraft county become 
a merged district to establish a 
common Probate Court, Probate 
Judge John S. Faketty told the 
County Board of Supervisors 
Tuesday night. 


Both counties must approve 
the merger or it will not be­ 
come effective, Faketty added. 


Gov. William Milliken recent­ 
ly signed into law H. B. 3366 
providing for such an election, 
Faketty said, and should the 
proposal be approved by the 
electorate of both counties, such 
a Court would be established 
Jan. 1, 1971. 


Faketty said he was opposed 
to a District Probate Court and 
“I will vote against and cam­ 
paign against its creation.” 
Faketty said his reasons were 
purely personal, that he had 
been Schoolcraft County Pi'O- 
bate Judge for 17 yeai's, and 
felt that non-attorney judges 
were just as effective as a 
legally-trained jurist. 


Hardship: Faketty 
A two-county Probate Judge 
would work a hardship on each 
county because “I can't imagine 
a Probate Court without daily 
office hours to handle all of 
the work such a coui-t per­ 
forms,” he said. Some provision 
would have to be made dele- 


gating authority to a clerk to 
handle functions now reserved 
for

Judge.

Here we go again. It’s that time of the year when the trout 
fishing gets a little slow and the coho sailmon appear again 
creating a carnival at Thompson for the third year in a row. 


If you don’t mind fishing in a group, you can have a ball 
angling for coho and steelhead over at Thompson. Although the 
coho are few, and small in size, this early run of small “jack” 
salmon is already starting to build up to a mob scene at the 
mouth of Thompson Creek. 


I went over to Thompson recently to give the old coho a try. 
1 w asn’t alone. At the mouth of the creek there were 25 anglers 
wading in the water and, at least 50 spectators along the shore. 


One. young man from Detroit latched onto a nice fish and 
played it for quite a while before finally landing it. The crowd 
quickly moved down the beach to see if the big silvery fish 
was an adult coho. The first adult has yet to be caught. As the 
youth waded towards shore the party that awaited him had 
grown to 10 persons. The boy disappointed the crowd with a 
nice 6-pound steelhead, a delight for the angler but not for the 
spectators. 


It looks like U. P. coho fishermen are in the same boat 
with their downstate counterparts — they can’t find the coho 
either. It seems a shame that there are so many fish out in the 
big lake — somewhei'e — but no one knows where they are. 


The Department of Natural Resources has promised anglers 
that they would be kept informed of any development in the 
Whitcfiah River or Thompson Creek coho nms. If there has 
been any progress in these runs it has not been made public. 
Not even a jack has appeared near the mouth of the Whitefish, 
a river that DNR biologists predict will be the scene of a huge 
nm of adult coho. I believe the run will develop, but it sure 
would be nice to know where those Whitefish coho are now. 


Biologists have told me that it is possible that the coho are 
forming in large schools in Little Bay de Noc right now pre­ 
paring for their upstream run. If the salmon are there the 
fishermen of this area should be told about it. 


Before c(^os start their spaiwuing run they gather in ma.«;- 
•ive schools that are easily six>tted from the air. So far the DNR 
mye that it has no idea where the large schools of coho that 
will run Thompson Ci'eek and the Whitefish River are located. 


I know of dozens of fishermen, and there are probably more, 
tt>at would like to have some idea where the coho are. These 
anglers don’t own airplanes and they don’t have survey boats, 
but the Department of Natural Resources does. The DNR could 
do a great service to anglers, and to themselves, if they could 
inform U. P. anglers as to where the coho are located. 


In the pa«t two w€?eks hundreds of anglers have beat their 
heads against a brick wall in an effort to catch the now elusive 
coho. AVhile fishing at Thompson I heard one man from Wheaton, 
in.. say: “Where’s all this great fishing the State of Michigan 
raves about? We catch more coho off the piers of Chicago in 
the spring.” 


I hope someone figures out how to locate the sahnon. I’ve 
tried — I can’t. But in the meantime I’ll be content with a crack 
at a possible 5-20 ix>und steelhead. We still have i-onie great 
fishing here in Michigan, and it will get even better when the 
coho arrive.

Here we go again. It’s that time of the year when the trout 
fishing gets a little slow and the coho salmon appear again 
creating a carnival at Thompson tor the third year in a row. 
If you don’t mind fishing in a group, you can have a ball 
arn l .ng for coho and steelhead over at Thompson. Although the 
coho are few, and small in size, this early run of small “jack” 
salmon is already starting to build up to a mob scene at the 
mouth of Thompson Creek. 
I went over to Thompson recently to give the old coho a try. 
I wasn't alone. At the mouth of the creek there were 25 anglers 
wading in the water and at least 50 spectators along the shore. 
One young man from Detroit latched onto a nice fish and 
played it for quiie a while before finally landing it. The crowd 
quickly moved down the beach to see if the big silvery fish 
was an adult coho. The first adult has yet to be caught. As the 
youth waded towards shore the party that awaited him had 
grown to IO persons. The boy disappointed the crowd with a 
nice 6 -p o u n d steelhead, a delight for the angler but not for the 
spectators. 
It looks like U. P. coho fishermen are in the same boat 
with their downstate counterparts —■ they can’t find the coho 
either. It seems a shame that there are so many fish out in the 
big lake — somewhere — but no one knows where they are. 
The Department of Natural Resources has prom sod anglers 
that they would be kept iniormed of any development in the 
Whitefish River or Thompson Creek coho runs. If there has 
been any progress in these runs it has not been made public. 
Not even a jack has appeared near the mouth of the Whitefish, 
a river that DNR biologists predict will be the scene of a huge 
run of adult coho. I believe the run will develop, but it sure 
would be nice to know where those Whitefish coho are now 
Biologists have told me that it is possible that the coho are 
forming In large schools in Little Bay de Nor right now' pre­ 
paring for their upstream run 
If the salmon are there the 
fishermen of this area should be told about it. 
Before cohos start their spawning run they gather In mas­ 
sive schools that are easily spotted from the air. So far the DNR 
ea\« that it has no idea where the large schools of coho that 
will run Thompson Creek and the Whitefish River are located. 
I know of dozens of fishermen, and there are probably more, 
that would like to have some idea where the coho arc. These 
anglers don’t own airplanes and they don’t have survey boats, 
but the Department of Natural Resources does. The DNR could 
do a great service to anglers, and to themselves, if they could 
inform U. P. anglers as to where the coho are located. 
In the past two weeks hundreds of anglers have beat their 
heads aga ast a brick wall in an effort to catch the now elusive 
coho. While fishing at Thompson I heard one man from Wheaton, 
111., say: “Where’s all this great fishing the State of Michigan 
raves aboil* 
We catch more coho off the piers of Chicago in 
the spring" 
I hope someone figure* out hem* to locate the salmon. I’ve 
tried — I can't But in the meantime I’ll be content with a cr..ck 
a* a possible 5-20 pound steelhead. We still have some great 
tushing here .n Michigan, and it will get even better when the 
coho arrive.
